CRYING AS A SAFETY VALVE. 


Scientific Declaration That "a Good Cry" 


Is Beneficial. 


The Hospital declares that the popu- 


lar belief that "a good cry" gives at 
times a salutary relief has a good scien- 
tific foundation. A 'writer on that sub- 
ject says: 


"Crying is so commonly associated 


with distress that man's natural in- 
stinct is to put a stop to it as soon as 
possible. We should -.not forget, how- 
ever, that it has its uses. Dr. Harry 
Campbell has receutly shown how com- 
ulex are tno'phenomena involved in 'a 
pood cry.' This does not consist merely 
m the shedding of tears, but includes so 
general and~widespread on action of the 
muscles that the whole body may be con- 
vulsed. In children also a great change 
takes place during crying in the manner 
m which the respiration is carried on. 
Expirations are prolonged sometimes 
for as much as half a minute and are m- 
terrnptedljy short inspirations. During 
expiration tlie glottis is contracted so 
that the sntrapnlmonary pressure rises 
considerably, and there can be but little 
doubt that it is the eaual distribution of 
this increased air pressure throughout 
tho whole of the chsst, leading to the 
dilatation of portions of the lungs that 
have become more or less collapsed, that 
is the explanation of tho great benefit 
which often results from crying in cases 
of infantile bionchitis and of the large 
discharge of bronchial mucus which so 
often follows 
Children may become 


very blue during tho paroxysm, but the 
deep respirations which succeed quickly 
restore the circulation to a better con- 
dition than before in consequence of the 
larger lung upace rendered available. 
In %vomen the beneficial effect of a good 
cry is proverbial. In them also this is 
partly due to the increased depth of 
respiration and the improvement in the 
often languid circulation thereby in- 
duced, bnt to a large extent it is the re- 
sult of the muscular exercise involved, 
by which the general vascular tension, 
and especially tho blood pressure in the 
brain, are much reduced. The profuse 
flow of tears no doubt also acts strongly 
on the cerebral circulation in still fur- 
ther reducing tension 
The sobbing 


movements, again, have a good influence 
npon the venous circulation in the ab- 
dominal and pelvic viscera, while the 
exhaustion produced tends to produce 
sleep and thus to give the nervous sys- 
tem its best chance of recuperation We 
should not, then, too hastily intervene 
to stop a woman from having out her 
cry 
If we can remove her trouble, by 


all means let us do so, but if the trouble 
is to remain, let her cry herself to sleep. 
This is far bettor than soothing drafts "

The operatives in New England cot- 


ton factories number many thousands. 
They were told daring the Presiden- 
tial campaign that the demonetization 
of silver did not affect the industry in 
which they were engaged, bat that its 
prosperity depended upon the tariff, 
and many of them believed such to be 
the fact. 
They, of coarse, voted for 


MoEinley and believed all that the 
hired orators jto'ld thorn about the 
evils that would result from opening 
the mints to silver as well as gold, in- 
cluding the fifty-cant dollar humbug. 
Their candidate for President .was 
elected and a tariff bill, which is pro- 
hibitory, BO .far aajhe importation of 
cotton clothes is concerned, was en- 
acted at an extraordinary session of 
Congress'called expressly for the par 
pose of increasing the duties on im- 
ports.

factory a redaction in wages has been 
made, the eiiV ranging from, eight to 
twelve per cent. 
The operatives are 


helpless and calmly submit'to the in- 
evitable. 
There--wiU be no sfrikes,,np 


resistance. 
It ia difficult to get em 


ployment at any wages and (many of 
the employes cannot afford to bo idle 
for weeks in the midst of winter with 
children dependent, upon them for 
food, fuel and clothing. 


For several years past.the advocates 


ot bimetallism have contended that 
there could be no real, permanent 
prosperity while the rolume of legal 
tender money was steadily increasing, 
causing a "corresponding reduction in 
the prices, of everything but gold, 
which increased in value or purchasing 
power as it became the only money 
that would satisfy creditors. 
I'or 


making this assertion and conclusively 
sabstantiating it, the bimetHllists were 
derided and stigmatized as calamity 
howlers by the Eastern and Western 
allies of fche gold trust. New England 
was particularly severe in its denunci- 
ation of the double standard advocate?, 
and though the west did Dot grumble 
at having to pay higher prices for 
manufactured articles to assist the 
factories, the factory owners and em- 
ployes did-,not reciprocate, but on tlio 
contrary did al! in their power to sleet 
a President and a Congress that would 
fasten tho yold standard more securely 
upon Jhe country. 
Now tliey realize 


that they were deceived and thutlhe 
promised prosperity, which ih-t-y were 
told would result, from tha success o" 
t'io go'ai meu, has riot materialized. 
Instead of the promised increase in 
wa'^es. ftjeie has bet-n a decrease and 
they rf*tf-face~i o fae,o with an era of ati- 
versity instead of prosperity.

MUST DKPISI! 
TIIKIft 
POSITION'S. 


T!IP Silver Republican Senators and 


l^pi-eseatatives bare decided 
tbat 


their Republican associates from the 
Silver Stales must .define the'ir posi- 
tion on tlio silver question. Senator 
Teller proposes to introduce the Stan- 
"ley Jilniho'.va resoluticm, which defines 
tho legal tender* power'of'the silver 
dollars and authorizes the payment of 
the bonds of the United States in gold 
or silver dollars at the option of the 
Government. 


The .Silver Republicans have both 


national and personal reasons for pres- 
sing this resolution, Senator Woloott 
of Colorado, Senator Carter of Mon- 
tana, Senator Sbonp of Idaho, and 
other Senators and Representatives 
from Silver States, while posing at 
home us advocates of bimetallism, have 
the backing Of tho Administration at 
Washington and the disposal of the 
Federal patronage of their respective' 
States. One of. the objects of intro. 
ducing the Mathewa resolution and 
pressing it to a voto ia to compel the 
Oongresamen, wlui pretend to be in 
sympathy with the people of their 
States on the financial question, and 
in league with tbe Administration at 
Washington, to show their hands. An- 
other and n National object is. to pro- 
claim to.the world tbat the United 
Stages, now as heretofore, recognizes 
an American dollar, containing 3,71% 
grains of fine silver, as legal tender 
for all debts and does of the Govern- 
ments and that the Government has at 
all times reserved tbe right to redeem 
its obligations with silver dollars of 
the United States. 


Tbe silver dollar is the. only coin 


that has not been changed since the 
mint was .established in 1791. The 
first dollar or nnit struck at the mint 
contained 371^ grains of silver aa does 
the standeard dollar of to-day. Orig- 
inally the coin bore the legend "one 
dollar 
or unitone hundred cents," 


Stamped in.tue metal, but that has 
been eliminated from the standard 
dollar. 


New Products of Wood. 


It is not generally known that over 60 


par..cont of-woo'd may be converted into 
liquid. The strongest hydraulic.pressure 
•would not squeeze one:half of ll'per cent 
of moisture from dry.,woods but by pnt- 
,tiug the'same material into; .tin iron re- 
tort and converting it into.'charcoal by 
means of lieat^the gases and; smoke,, to 
tho extent of fully 06 per cent of ths 
•weight of "tha wood, may-.be .condensed 
into a liquid called pyroligneous ncid, 
and from it'^are.- obtained wood" alcohol,' 
ficetate:of.[linie and wood tars. A cord; 
f;f -wood weighing 4,00'0 pounds produces 
about 2,050 pounds of pyroligneons acid 
and 700 pounds of charcoal. The pyro- 
ligneons acid from one cord of wood 
produces 9 gallons of 82 per cent cruda 
•wood alcohol, 300 pounds of acetate of 
lime and about 25 gallons of tar, besides 
85. bushels of charcoal. After^the pyro- 
ligneons acid is neutralized with liine 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding tbe acetic acid in solution. 


After the separation of tlio wood spirit 


the remaining liquid is boiled down. in 
open pans to a sugar, which ia dried, 
and becomes the acetate of lime of com- 
merce. Acetate of lime is used for mak- 
ing acetic acid. Fully' three-fifths of all 
the wood alcohol and acetate of lime 
produced in the world are made iu the 
United States. Fully 15,000 acres per 
year are cleared for.this purpose. Wood 
alcobol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mechanical purposes and at lesa than 


1 one-third the cost. It is used principally 
as a solvent in tbe making of shellac 
varnish,, in making celluloid, pliotc- 


j graphic paper,- etc. • It makes, many 
' beautiful dye tints. It is antiseptic and 
much used for liniments and for skin 
rubbing in bathhouses.—Now York 
Ledger. 


When aian Is Dangerous. 


It.is a singular fact, yet one substan- 


tiated by statistics, that.most crime is 
ROmmitcecV in New York, by men 20 
years old. This is not only'"true of the 
lossar, but also of the greater crimes, al- 
though a man is presumed to be at tbat 
period of his Itfd nofc only in tbe zenith of 
his physical powers, but also, iu full 
and complete possession of his mental 
BtreiigtfiAvitk"a''coinplete appreciation of 
•right anrl wrong and their respective 
consequences. • This condition-is n prob- 
lem v/hicli- bus not been solved'by the 
student of criminology, and ono •which, 
is mailo tho more complex by the fact 
that the ages of 31, 27 and 45 years 
nearly equal it/ with tho intervening 
jcars showing a far less percentage of 
crime. 


It. is indeed peculiar that tbe crim- 


inal tendency should be so strong at 29, 
•with no such inclination, so far as crim- 
inal statistics show, in as great a degree 
for the succeeding 16 years and then 
another outburst of,the animal iu man. 
,. This condition is found, to be true by 
actual figur.es, and as all statistical com- 
putations at which' average conditions 
are sought to be determined aro arrived 
at by this method, so may the student 
of this subject as well as the insurance 
magnate who bases bis rates on tbo gen- 
eral average of losses iu proportion to 
the risks taken, and does so with full 
safety, employ it in. solving the problem 
before hipi.—Chicago Times-Herald.
